Huxley Treated As 
Intense Satirist In 
Lecture" Last Night 

Professor Noad Addressed 
Meeting at Y.M.H.A. 

SINCERE MORALIST 

Author Shows Versatility as 
One of Greatest Con- 
temporary Writers 

Professor A. Noad of the Depart- 
ment of Epgllsh at McGlll University 
described Aldous Huxley as an intense 
satirist and sincere.inorallst during an 
address at the Y.MJBjIL laist evening. 

Aldous Hi^ey wâè^b^ dis- 
tinguished family yew- 1884, re- 
ceived his primary mication at Eton 
9nd entered on a i^verslty career at 
Oxford with the view of entering the 
(aci^ty of medicine. Huxley, how- 
èvîer, was forced to <wlthgo ttiis ambt- 
tfon by bad eyesigbt^uid hence turned' 
to writing as the [expression of his

From then on he Ijachleved recogni- 
tion In the literary, field and added to 
the,' already . established repute of his 
fsmll)r/' Heiwa8.thé;]np|ikbm of Hux- 
ley, t{iejiHpioBt|c^liri^ Jul- 
ian' Hindey,' was aliMdy recognized as 
a brmtont bl61ogist.v;- :

T.én ua again assume the stance for boxing, but oSchsiyely this time, 
that is, we are all set and prepared to deliver a knxkout punch — 
in this case, the right uppercut to tlie chin. In ordor'to accomplish tills 
blow to perfection,, wc must first eUmlnatc all body tension and relax. 
This is extremely Important, for a great deal of body action goes Into 
this punch,'ind the niu^les of the stomich in.iiartlcular must be supple 
and ewy flowing In order to Impart to the blowliU'of Its prôper qualities. 
It is an exoèptlbnally {Mtent and dangeroiis piihch when tlq^ed correctly— 
this means that the elbows must be in close to thé body,' moving, as ' 
usual, in rotational manner, while thé right hand 'manoeuvres in front 
of the chin, covering up well. "The left arm of céurse is well out to the 
foré, not néeessirily straight but relaxed. - 

Now lead out with a snap, your st^raight left to tlie head, kéophig 
thit right of yours always on guard. Having landed the lead brhig ' 
It back quickly .In order to relieve the right of its diifenslve duties, for 
It Is Immediately gohig Into heavy action. Get set for the proper timing 
of thé punch and Immediately drop your right — wiiicb shou)d. along 
with yom- left, be covering the chin — to the waist Ihie, At the same 
time keep the elbows' so 'close to the body that they touch It. Step 
forward quickly with, the left foot, keeping the right leg steady with the
